tee representing the employes, the 
action being ratified at a meeting of 
the strikers yesterday afternoon, by 
a vote of 101 to 26. 

The terms which formed a basis 
for the ending of the strike were 
viewed by the employes as a com- 
promise. The original demands of 
the union Included a closed shop and 
the right of collective bargaining, a 


‘minimum of $10 a week for student 


operators, and a minimum of $14 a 
week for those with nine months’ ex- 
perience, with figures increasing up 
to $20 a week for those in servire | 
three years. 

The company, according to O. E. 
Jennings, organizer for the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers. who conducted the strike, 
agreed to recognize the right of the 
employes to belong to a union and 
their preference for collective bar- 
gaining through chosen representa-. 
tives. 

Company's View of Settlement. 

Officials of the company, when 
asked for their interpretation of that 
phase of the settlement, said that 
the members of the union affiliated 
with the electrical workers would be 
recognized as constituting approxi- 
mately one-tenth of the company’s 
working force and that collective 
bargaining with them would be con- 
sidered on that basis.

Spending and Saving on $18 a Week. | 


Shelter, 25 per cent, or $4.50 week- 
(includes carfare, rent, room). 
Food, 40 per cent, or $7.20 week- 
(includes board, lunches). 
Clothing, 18 per cent, or $3.24 
'weekly (includes clothes repair). 
| Operating. 6 per cent or $1.08 
weekly (laundry, etc). 

Advancement, 6 per cent, or $1.98 
weekly (books, doctor, toilet arti- 
cles).
